Tue InNjuRED ANIMALS ACT. 


This Act applies to London only, and provides 
that when an animal is seriously injured in the 
street a police constable shall call in a qualified 
veterinary surgeon to determine whether the injury 
is incurable or fatal, and on receiving a certificate 
that it is so he shall send for the horse-slaughterers 
to destroy it. 

The Act was passed to meet a not uncommon 
condition which, a few years back, aroused a good 
deal of feeling, viz., the sight of horses lying in the 
street for hours with broken limbs or gaping abdo- 
minal wounds. Before this Act no power existed, 
either in the hands of the police, the local authori- 
ties, or even magistrates to order another man’s 
horse to be killed. Very frequently the owner 
could not be found and seldom was his permission 
to slaughter obtained until after the lapse of several 
hours. 

One curious effect of the Act has arisen which 
probably was not anticipated. After the police 
have obtained a veterinary certificate that the 
injury is incurable, neither the owner nor anyone 
else can save the animal’s life. In more than one 
case the owner of the injured horse and his veteri- 
nary surgeon have arrived before the horse- 
slaughterer, have protested against slaughter and 
offered to remove the animal in a float. But all to 
no purpose, right or wrong, the horse is killed. The 
promoters of the Act seemed to imagine that a 
correct diagnosis was always possible. Every 
veterinary surgeon knows that there are many cases 
in which a diagnosis is impossible, and that only 
observation and examination extended over a day 
or two afford sure grounds for diagnosis and 
prognosis. 

There is great responsibility thrown upon the 

veterinary surgeon by the Injured Animals Act, 
and great care should be exercised in giving opinions. 
No horse should be considered as “ incurable ” un- 
less the diagnosis is certain. Any doubt should be 
in favour of the animal and his removal home in a 
float should he advised. 
_ Action has been taken by the owner against the veter- 
inary surgeon who had given an erroneous diagnosis to 
the police, and the owner won. — It is doubtful whether 
such a verdict would be upheld on appeal. 

Action has been taken agai: st the horse-slaughterers 
for killing, although ordered by the police who held a 
veterinary certificate enabling them to act. The defend- 


ants had to pay—a verdict which seems to us by no 
means Just 

he qnestion is who is liable for a mistake, or is any 
one liable / Must the owner of a valuable horse bear 
the loss of uther peoples error ? 
. This Act will not be properly understood until a case 
is taken to the Appeal Court and the law established. 


ENDOCARDITIS IN A HORSE. 


This case which I am about to describe appears 
to me of particular interest, the symptoms were 
unusual and defied a diagnosis beyond the indefinite 
one of “ heart eisease”’ and the post mortem exam- 
ination still left me considerably in the dark. 

Subject. A four-year-old gelding which had been 
a fortnight in the owner’s possession. He had been 
castrated a fortnight before before the attack; the 
wounds had not quite healed hut looked quite 
healthy. The horse had never had any previous 
illness. 

Work. The owner used the cob to ride to his 
office and back daily, « distance of three miles. On 
the morning of Sept. 18th he noticed the animal 
came along in a sluggish manner. At midday he 
would not eat, and I was called in. 

Symptoms The horse was completely off his feed 
and remained so to the end. Pain was evidenced 
by the animal continually shifting its weight from 
one leg to the other, particularly the fore legs. 
Occasionally he would gently paw the ground, just 
once or twice, not as is seen in a case of abdominal 
pain, expression somewhat anxious, respirations 
about 20 per minute, pulse rather full and percepti- 
bly dicrotic, temperature normal, visible mucous 
membranes normal, feces normal, urination more 
frequent than normal, lung sounds normal: the 
animal walked as though debilitated. Next morning 
the horse was worse, weaker, standing still or lying 
down for short periods. He showed no active 
symptoms of pain beyond very occasionally elevat- 
ing his head and swinging his neck, lower lip pendu- 
lous, pulse ahout 50 per minute, very irregular and 
intermittent. There would be a few weak, normal 
beats, then a sudden jerky beat, then pulsations 
would cease during the period of three or four beats. 
The most pronounced symptoms now were in con- 
nection with the heart. The sounds were most 
complicated and could be heard when standing two 
or three yards away from the horse. The beats 
were either very violent and impulsive or fluttering. 
These impressions were conveyed to the arterial 
pulse, and it was during the fluttering heart beats 
that the pulsation at the sub-maxillary artery ceased. 
During the course of the day the breathing became 
worse ; quick, shallow abdominal respirations. The 
temperature never went over 102°F., the visible 
mucous membranes took on a bluish tinge which hue 
gradually increased, the pulse became weaker, and 
I expected the horse would die that night, but next 
morning he was still alive, but the pulse was imper- 
ceptible and be died about 10 a.m.

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Post Mortem. Pericardium normal except that it 
contained a slight excess of fluid, a few spots of 
extravasated blood on the epicardium. On opening 
up the heart and large hlood vessels the only ab- 
normality I could detect was endocarditis of the left 
auricle and ventricle. The valves were all right and 
there was no sign of ulceration. Lungs normal; 
liver nearly black through severe venous congestion. 
the intestinal veins engorged with dark blood ; kid- 
neys, the parenchyma of both was very pale. 

What could have been the cause of this acute 
endocarditis? Is it possible that it was due to 
infection at the castration wounds? If so, one 
would have expected a high temperature. If anyone 
can throw any light on the case I should be glad.

TRAUMATIC PERICARDITIS IN A 
FOUR-MONTHS-OLD CALF. 


On the 27th of September last I received a 
message to see a shorthorn calf, four months old, 
which fora week or ten days previous had been 
noticed ailing. 

On arrival I found the animal in a recumbent 
position. It was made to rise with difficulty and 
seen to move stiffly with head poked out, and _ its 
respiration to be accelerated and distressed. 

Further examination showed cedema of dewlap, 
neck, and submaxillary space, temp. 106° F., and 
on auscultation with the phonendoscope, the heart 
sounds tumultuous, and muffled, and each beat 
accompanied with a ‘to and fro” churning, splash- 
ing sound, which was quite as audible on the right 
as on the left side of the chest. 

Traumatic pericarditis was diagnosed and slaugh- 
ter advised, with instructions to search carefully for 
a foreign body. This, however, the owner did not 
carry out until two days after, when the cause of the 
mischief was found to be a flint stone, about the 
size of a broat bean and with sharp edges, embedded 
in the wall of the heart. 

About three or four weeks previous the calves in 
this particular pen had received some wheat chaff 
raked up after thrashing from the yard, the surface 
of which was rather gravelly, so that in this case 
the interval between the ingestion of the stone and 
manifestation of pericardial symptoms was very 
short.

LAMENESS IN THREE-YEAR-OLDS. 


During past late spring I have been consulted 
three times regarding lameness in the fore legs in 
half-bred horses rising three years old which for 
some months previously had been engaged in plough- 
ing and carting on the farm. 

Without any ascertainable cause they suddenly 
become very lame on one fore leg, in fact it is only 
with the greatest difficulty that they can get the leg 
at all forward, with the toe trailing on the ground. 
Careful examination of the limb and foot have in 
each case failed to locate the seat of the mischief, 
nor does one get any indication of pain on forcible 
extension, flexion, abduction, or adduction of the 
limb, nor on firm pressure applied all round and 
underneath the scapular or shoulder joint, and the 
only indication of its seat is the animal’s inability 
to get the leg forward. They were all dressed once 
with stimulating embrocation into and around the 
muscles of the scapular and shoulder joint, have 
been given a gentle dose of physic and allowed a 
roomy box with short bedding, and all have recov- 
ered in about a mouth. 


LAMENESS IN FOALS. 


Twice this summer I have been called to foals 
about seven weeks old who have been lame in hind 
leg, as the owners think the mare bas trodden upon 
them. Upon walking them one notices they are 
lame, apparently from their gait somewhere high up 
the leg. 

Careful inanipulation of the entire lame limb fails 
to detect any abnormality nor does flexion or exten- 
sion assist us. I next take the internal temperature 
and find it 103-4F, and this at once makes me sus- 
picious, and I then endeavour to learn if the navels 
have been at all discharging, and in both instances 
they were reported to have been only a little damp 
for two or three days, and did not need any attention. 
Guided by the animals’ gait I have expressed the 
opinion the mischief was located in the hip joint, 
and have painted them extensively with Tine. Iodi. 
and internally prescribed a laxative, with Sod. salicy- 
late powders subsequently, and Sod. bicarb. in bran 
and crushed oats for the mother. 

Two days later T find the limb much swollen, 
probably as a result of the iodine, but otherwise 
nothing definite to be made out. The foals keep 
sucking, and bowels moving nicely, and for a few 
days they do not lose bloom, then they begin % 
show an inability to get up, the swelling over the 
hip joint gets suggestive of containing matter, a0 
in a week or ten days from my first seeing them 
creamy footid pus is found surrounding the joint, an 
the animals gradually waste away and die. 

My reason for quoting these two cases Was the 
entire absence of the affection in any other joint.

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TWO CASES OF VOMITION IN THE HORSE. 


A chestnut cart horse, four years old, found in field 
at 6 a.m. in great pain. Believed by Hind to be 
colic. Horse taken into box and drinks given. I 
was not asked to see horse till midday. Found him 
at that time laid quiet and exhausted. Weak pulse, 
temperature scarcely touching 100F. Haggard look. 
Slight evidence of greenish discharge from nostrils 
and month. 

Diagnosis. Injury of some kind to bowels. 

Prognosis. Fatal. 

At 3 p.m. horse rose up on feet, vomiting more 
severe, but only pain shown at each act of vomition. 
Pulse almost imperceptible. Six p.m. case similar 
but pulse lost, temp. 99F. Ten p.m., dropped dead. 

Unfortunately some jobbers removed carcase at 
daybreak preventing me from seeing post mortem 
at knackery. Jobbers report was a rent somewhere 
in bowel. 

Case II. Sept. 23rd. Asked to seea white pony 
mare, 24 years old, foal at foot and in foal again. 
Mare put in harness on 21st and driven 20 miles 
out and back home, in all some 40 miles on sore 
bad road. On 22nd seemed little worse. At 3 
p.m. on 23rd was observed to be alright in field with 
foal. 3.30 p.m seen rolling about, brought into box 
and a drink given. I saw the mare at 4 p.m. when 
she was vomitiug and retching very badly. Pulse 
strong and fast. Temp. 98F. Pain and heavy 
sweating alternate with quiet. 

Prognosis. Fatal. 

__In this case hypo. injections had not the slightest 
effect. The only drug of all tried which gave any 
relief being chlorodyne. Pulse remained strong and 
fast till 5 a.m. becoming more thready and finally 
disappearing as death approached. 

Post Mortem showed two rents in peritoneal layer 
of bowel about 3 feet from stomach.

Morsip SPECIMEN. 


Mr. Grorce Upton exhibited a calculus about the 
size of a cricket ball, that had been passed by a cob who 
had been for a long time subject to severe attacks of 
colic. The calculus had as a nucleus a small piece of 
wire. The cob seemed only to get relief when lying on 
its back. Mr. Upton desired to know whether other 
calculi might still remain in the animal. 

Mr. Burrers thought it might be the only calculus 
because when there were more than one the calculus re- 
moved generally showed a flat surface due to the attri- 
tion of one calculus upon another. He moved a vote 
< thanks to Mr. Upton for his interesting comniunica- 

ion. 

Prof. PrircHarD, in seconding the vote of thanks, 
was rather inclined to think that the mischief and re- 
peated attacks of colic were due to the presence of other 
calculi, and should be afraid there was one even larger 
than that shown. He mentioned a case where a similar 
animal passed from twelve to fifteen almost as large, and 
then died of one about the size of a man’s head. 
“Robert the Devil,” on whose body he made a post- 
mortem, died from of a calculus. He had 
never seen one without a nucleus, and in the case 
“Robert the Devil” the nucleus ‘was a piece of ae 
thought to be taken from the margin of the manger. 

Mr R. Porcn believed that in a great many cases 
there was a flat surface, but he had treated an animal 
in which he found thirty-five calculi, varying in size from 
a small apple to a bean, some having flat sides and 
others not. 

Mr. Upton said the horse was a cribber and 
to attacks of indigestion, and it might be that under 
those circumstances calculi were more likely to 
develop. ‘ 

Prof. Prircuarp could not see that that followed 
The calculus was an agglomeration of triple phosphate 
of lime. It would be interesting to know whether the 
wire which formed the nucleus had come from a truss of 
hay with a wire binding, but against that had to be set 
the fact that the wire was galvanised. :

Knowing the 
splendid manner in which Mr. Butters had filled the 
office of Treasurer to the Society, he was sure the mem- 
bers would not hesitate a moment to elect him to the 
higher office of President, a position in which Mr.

UmpiticaAL HERNIA IN A THREE-YEAR-OLD FILLy. 


This is one of two cases that I have seen become 
strangulated. In this instance it had become so repeat- 
edly and had been replaced on each occasion ; on one or 
two of the earliest occasions it was replaced by the re- 
gistered practitioner residing in the district, and after- 
wards by one of the hands on the farm. The wide ban- 
dage treatment had been tried on this case before I was 
asked to attend her. 

I had the filly cast and applied wooden clamps, and 
these eventually fell off, leaving a fairly wide granula- 
ting surface with prolapse of bowel. Before the wound 
healed, the protruding portion again became strangula- 
ted and I was unable t» reduce it until the filly was cast 
and turned on her back. No difficulty was experienced 
in reducing it when in this position. I cleansed the 
parts and cut an elliptical piece of the granulating sur- 
face and brought the edges together with twine sutures. 
I inserted as many sutures as I thought necessary before 
tying the ends of one, keeping back the bowel with my 
finger when the needle passed over the abdominal open- 
ing. This completed, the filly wis left to getup. I 
afterwards put on a wide bandage and a pad filled with 
wool, nine by six inches, placed underneath the bandage 
opposite the opening to assist the sutures and the adhe- 
sion of the skin and theabdominal tunic. Two of these 
pads were made, cleaned, and reapplied every day. She 
ultimately made a complete recovery. 

I have operated on a fairly large number of herniz in 
different ways. I do colts by ligature and fillies with 
clamps, in most cases without being cast. I had two of 
the number operated on incomplete recoveries, one of 
these had been done by Degive’s method described in 
Moller’s surgery; and one death, done by ligature, from 
protrusion of the bowel. This filly had been kept in, 
watered and carefully fed. When the incarcerated por- 
tion was about to drop off she was turned out to water 
by a careless hand, with fatal results. 

In the later cases that I have done, boric acid is dusted 
around the ligature or clamps, as the case may be, daily. 


Cast IN STALL. 


Case I.—This mare had been fed earlier than usual 
on the night in question on account of the attendant’s 
going to a fair in the evening. Half the feed was un 
eaten, indicating that she had been from twelve to fif- 
teen hours in the cramped position found in the morn- 
ing. She had her off hind foot over the collar rope 
which consisted of a single piece with a knot on, through 
which the knotted neck part was passed and made 
secure. The neck portion on the near side had worked 
its way over the left ear underneath which the skin 
sloughed off. 

When released in the morning the mare was unable 
to get up. The owner’s regular veterinary attendant, 
who was confined to his house at the time, was consult- 
ed, and he advised them to assist her to get up. This 
was done, but she was unable to support her head. | 

I found her standing in a stall, her head was resting 
on the ground—had been so for two days—swollen to a 
terrific extent. I satisfied myself that the ligamentum 
nuche nor the supporting muscles of the head were rup- 
tured, and her inability to raise her head was due to 
want of elasticity of the ligament, and that the muscles 
had lost the power of contraction temporarily. I was at 
my wit’s al as to what could be done. I decided to 
have a few planks knocked off the loft and fixed the two 
ends of a wrapper, foot and a half wide, to the beams 


and placed the head in the loop level with the body. 
inverted the edge of the wrapper over the lower incisors 
to prevent it slipping on to the throat, thereby interfer- 
ing with the breathing. She was fixed in the one post 
tion with gates, and two attendants, acting alternately,

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support the head whilst feeding and drinking. At the 
end of the second day she was able to support the head 
fairly well and was left to lie down. 

The muscles of the off thigh and the right side of the 
back became inflamed and very much swollen. On the 
subsidence of the inflammation, wasting of the muscles 
took place, but in time the atrophied muscles acquired 
their normal dimensions. She completely recovered, 
with the exception of a scar on the forehead due to the 
sloughing of the injured skin. 

Case IJ.—I was asked on the 30th of last March to 
attend a case with the following history : Two-year-old 
was found in the morning, lying on the floor and unable 
to rise, with the head collar broken. I examined the 
hind pasterns and found a raw surface, clearly showing 
that the near hind had been entangled in the collar rope. 
With assistance, the horse got up. 

I found the neck distorted, acutely turning to the left, 
with a corresponding acute bulging of the bones of the 
neck to the right. I straightened the neck without 
his losing control of himself, indicating that there was 
no fracture, nor any serious injury to the spinal cord. 
He was supported by the hands steadying the body until 
he regained the power to stand and move about a little. 
On the evening of the same date he was down, and was 
helped up the following morning. He had to be turned 
on to his chest for a week before he could raise himself. 
A physic ball was administered and a cooling lotion was 
given to be applied on the neck three times a day. He 
laid on both sides and was able to get up as well from 
the one as the other. On May 2nd he was sent to meet 
me two and a half miles. On that date I found a slight 
distortion of the neck, but evidently the neck was gradu- 
ally recovering its normal form. A stimulating liniment 
was ordered to be rubbed on the neck daily. I was 
asked whether he could be broken to work. I ex- 
pressed an opinion that there was no danger in doing so 
and I believe he has been doing steady work since. 


SUPERNUMERARY Dicit. 


Three years ago I was consulted about a foal that had 
an extra foot on the inside of the off fore. The foal was 
out of a strong cob mare by a cart horse. The extra 
foot was fnlly formed, half the size of the normal one, 
almost touching the ground when standing. The small 
metacarpal was abnormally developed, about 5/8th of an 
inch in diameter, with a separate and distinct articula- 
tion at the fetlock. 

The foal secured, I washed and disinfected the leg to 
be operated on thoroughly from the knee down. I ad- 
ministered chloroform with an ordinary jam-pot. An in- 
cision was made from the upper third of the metacarpal 
down to the fetlock then diverting to the sides of the 
foot, leaving sufficient skin to come together after the 
removal of the foot. The skin was dissected back and 
the attachment severed, the bones were raised and sawed 
off in an oblique manner. The parts were washed and 
dusted over with boric accid, and the skin brought into 
apposition with interrupted sutures. Boric acid was 
dusted into the wound, and a layer of cotton wool put 
around and the leg was bandaged from the foot to the 
knee. The dressing was left on for two days. I 
found on the removal of the dressing that the wound had 
practically healed with the exception of the parts im- 
mediately over the fetlock. The tension on the stitches 
Was too great owing to the fact that I had miscalculated 
the amount of skin necessary to cover the wound.

ROYAL VETERINARY COLLEGE OF IRELAND 
OPENING OF THE SESSION. 


The sixth session was opened on Saturday, Oct. 7, 
when Professor G. H. Wooldridge delivered the opening 
address, and the medals and prizes won by the students 
during the year were distributed to them by His Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant. Sir Christopher Nixon, 
President of the Board of Governors, presided. 

Prof. G. H. WooLpripGE then read the introductory 
address, in the course of which he said :—The real aims 
of the pioneers or leaders of the profession may be said 
to be three in number, and it is by the fulfilment of them 
that we seek to justify our existence. Our aim is an 
economic one, since the prevention and cure of disease 
in animals increases the material wealth of a country. 
See what has been saved to [reland alone by the stamp- 
ing out of pleuro-pneumonia in cattle. During the ten 
years from 1878 to 1887 inclusive the average number of 
cattle affected with pleuro-pneumonia in Ireland was 
over 1500 per annum. Roughly speaking, £15,000 per an- 
num had been saved at less than five years’ purchase, in 
addition to the inestimable gain from the opening to 
Irish cattle of foreign markets, which had been closed on 
account of pleuro-pnenmonia. Another important aim 
is a hygienic one, so far as the human is concerned, since 
so many of the most dreaded diseases of man, such as 
hydrophobia, anthrax, and glanders, to mention just a 
few, are only contracted from the lower animals. With 
reference to rabies alone, during the ten years before the 
enforcement of the Muzzling Order, an order strongly 
recommended by the veterinary advisors, and one neces- 
sitating a comparatively small expenditure, but a very 
great amount of force of will on the part of the Minister 
directly responsibie for it, there was an average of over 
500 animals attacked with this disease yearly in Ireland 
alone. During the 20 years before the muzzling came 
into force, 134 huinan beings died from hydrophobia 
in Ireland, and there has not been a single case for the 
last seven or eight years. It is largely on account of 
this aspect «f the case—that so many diseases are trans- 
missible from animal to main, that I strongly urge all 
local authorities to consider that the time has arrived for 
the appointment in all boroughs and townships of a 
veterinary officer of health, who shall work on _parrallel 
liues with the present medical officer of health. The 
other other great aim of veterinarians is in itself, I ven- 
ture to say, sufficient justification for our existence, and 
is purely a humanitarian one. [ refer to the relief of 
pain and suffering of those poor dumb animals who are 
unable to help themselves. The neeessity for a scientific 
education in order to attain these objects must be 7 

rent, since the greatest success in any calling will only 

¢ attained when chances are reduced toa minimum, and 
surely quackery and the treatinent of diseases without 
true knowledge of their cause or nature savours very 
much of lottery. The educational programme for veteri- 
nary students is arranged by the Council of the Royal 
College of Vererinary Surgeons, and not by the teaching 
colleges, who simply have to dispense the knowledge as 
required. The Royal College arranges the subjects and 
the order in which they shall be taken, and appoints the 
examiners, the same board of examiners officiating at all 
the centres in England, Scotland, and Ireland. The ex- 
aminers under such a system must of necessity be ex- 
tern examiners, since the examinations of the students 
from the various teaching institutions must be im- 
partial and free from the slightest suspicion of favour 
or otherwise towards any institution or any individual 
candidate. The present course of studies necessitates 
the attendance of students for at least four years at 
one of the Veterinary Colleges, and the preliminary or 
matriculation examination is practically the same as that 


required by the General Medical Council for medical] 
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students. After this year ‘it will be necessary for an 
intending student to pass the latter examination before 
he commences his special studies at college. 

Alluding to the question of University degrees, Pro- 
fessor Wooldridge said: I wish to refer briefly to another 
step which has recently been taken in veterinary edu- 
cation. I allude to the recognition of veterinary science 
by various universities as one worthy of inclusion in 
the list of sciences for which they grant degrees. The 
University of London has decided to confer science de- 
grees on candidates who have undergone the prescribed 
course of teaching, for which purpose the Royal Veteri- 
nary College of London is recognised, and who have 
passed the specified examination arranged specially by 
the University. The Edinburgh University has, I 
believe, affiliated or is about to affiliate the Royal Veteri- 
nary College of Edinburgh, and to confer degrees. The 
The Liverpool University has affiliated and absorbed the 
New Veterinary College of Edinburgh, and is also con- 
sidering the same subject. Is Ireland to remain in the 
background in this respect? I hope not, and [ believe 
it will not be long before one of our Universities will 
follow in the footsteps of those in Great Britain, and be 
prepared to grant degrees, recognising the Royal Veteri- 
nary College of Ireland asa teaching institution for the 
purpose. 

Eprzootic LYMPHANGITIS. 


Ata meeting such as this it is almost impossible to 
avoid making references to two diseases which have 
recently made their undesirable presence felt among the 
horses in this country, viz.—epizootic lymphangitis and 
glanders. And let me say emphatically that there is 
neither sense nor reason in the scare which has been 
stimulated in certain quarters. But, on the other hand, 
I do not wish to convey the impression that it is not a 
serious matter. It certainly is a serious matter, and one 
that calls for much firmness in being dealt with, other- 
wise it may become much more serious. At the present 
time both diseases appear to be more or less localised, 
and consequently urgent measures should be taken to 
stamp them out before they get disseminated throughout 
the country. That sounds as though it might be a very 
simple matter, but it is beset with many grave difficul- 
ties which it is hard for the laymen to appreciate. In 
August of last year the National Veterinary Association 
held its annual meeting in Dublin, and this disease was 
discussed very exhaustively from every aspect. At the 
conclusion a resolution was passed urging the Govern- 
ment to take advantage of the limited distribution of 
the disease to stamp it out. The resolution was sent to 
the proper quarters,and steps were immediately taken 
to put the recommendation into effect. The nnanimous 
opinion of the meeting was to enforce compulsor 
slanghter of all affected animals. I certainly agree with 
that, but I go further, and would suggest that all horses 
that could be traced that had been in contact with the 
affected animals in stables, should be inspected at  fre- 

uent intervals during the following six months, and that

GLANDERS. 


Glanders is a more serious disease than the i 
one, in that it is more rapidly contagious, more Ree 
fatal, and is one of the worst diseases transmutable to 
man. At present we know of no means of preventive 
inoculation against it, so that as in the previous disease 
we cannot prevent its spread by any process of immuni- 
sation, and must depend on other means for its eradica- 
tion. As [have already stated, there is no point to be 
aang by becoming seared ; however, the agitation will 

ave done nota little good if it stimulates the authorities 
to make a determined effort to control and eradicate the 
disease before it does become a much more serious matter. 


Continental Governments are constantly sending over 
to Ireland, and paying good prices for considerable num- 
bers of horses; but what would happen if they were in- 
formed that glanders had become a raging disease in 
Ireland? Just fora moment consider what would be 
the result of the loss of Ireland’s horse trade. Any such 
danger can and should be averted by taking th2 matter 
in hand at once. The Treasury will no doubt have a 
lot to say in the matter, but surely they will appreciate 
that the money will be well spent if it averts such an 
undesirable catastrophe. I consequently suggest that 
while the disease is more or less localised a complete 
system of inspection should be instituted. In all cases 
where there is the least shadow of suspicion the sus- 
pects shonld be tested with mallein, and the reaction 
carefully interpreted. In cases of positive reaction all 
the remaining horses of the stud should be tested; all 
reactors should be slaughtered, and disinfection of pre- 
mises very thoroughly carried out. In cases of doubtful 
reaction the animal should be isolated, and the test 
should be applied again in about fourteen days. The 
matter of compensation would require looking into, but 
that is a question for the political economist. However, 
as a matter of fairness to all concerned, I would suggest 
that one-half of the estimated market value of the horse 
slaughtered should be given in cases clinically affected, 
and the full market value in cases reacting to the mallein 
test but not clinically affected, with a maximum limit, 
say, of £40 or £50, and a minimum of 40s. This is un- 
doubtedly a national question, and should be paid for 
out of the national exchequer. At present the loss is 
not to be compared with that caused by pleuro-pneu- 
monia in the old days, and the cost of eradication would 
also be incomparably less. But who will say what the 
result may be if it is not soon checked: In the event of 
the authorities not taking the matter in hand, I am sure 
it would pay individual stud owners to take it up them- 
selves, and having ascertained that their studs are free 
from glanders to take precautions against its being intro- 
duced, as by having all new purchases tested before 
being admitted, by avoiding public watering troughs, 
and forbidding their horses being stabled in other than 
their own stables. Nosebags, too, afford ideal means for 
the spread of glanders and various other diseases, an 
of nose-bags should be strictly prohibited. 
App. 

The PrestpENt said that they would agree with him 
that the thanks of all present were eminently due to 
Professor Wooldridge for his interesting address. It 
was an address which had the great merit of being an 
extremely practical and useful one, and it had justifi 
the selection of the Governors of the College in appoint- 
ing him Professor of Surgery. (App.) The Governors 
selected the very best men they could get for the Pro- 
fessors in the College. On the part of the Governors 
he freely acknowledged that it was to the labours of those 
nen and their enthusiasm in their work that the great 
success of the College was due. (Applause). Where al 
were so good it was, no doubt, invidious to make a 
selection, but he did not think that any one of his col- 
leagues would object if he specially referred to their 
Principal, Professor Mettam—(applause)—for his keen 
and high sense of organisation, and his management ° 
the affairs of that College with credit to the College and 
the country. (Applause.) 


A very CriticaL STAGE. 


They had reached the stage when the yearly stants 
from the Royal Dublin Society ceased, and the College 
was now put upon its metal to pay its expenses out oO” 
its resources. That being so, they claimed that they 
should have sufficient facilities in order to enable them 


to prosecute their work successfully, not only in o— 
to the teaching of the students, but also that importar 
work in connection with the agricultural interests 
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State in Europe they found 
Veterinary Colleges endowed and equipped with all the 
requirements of modern times. In France they had 
three Veterinary Colleges. Quite recently the French 
Government voted £20,000 for laboratories in order to 
enable the Professors to prosecute researches in them. 
In Hanover, Belgium, and Denmark similar efforts were 
being made. Russia had within a comparatively few 
years established a most important Veterinary Depart- 
ment in connection with its agriculture. (Applause) 
In that most advanced Eastern country of Tokio they 
found that a well-equipped Veterinary College had been 
established, and formed an integral part of the Univer- 
sity of Tokio. (Applause). Ireland, as the lecturer 
said, was the most agricultural of agricultural countries, 
and if it was considered necessary by foreign Govern- 
ments to spend the money of the State in endowing 
veterinary colleges, surely it was necessary to establish 
such a College in connection with the Department of 
Agriculture in Ireland? A lay gentleman pointed out 
the miserable condition under which the Department of 
Chemistry was conducted there. They had no museun, 
no library, no boardroom, or a department for the manu- 
facture of toxins or anti-toxins. The College had reached 
the blossoming stage, and it would depend very largely 
with the Department of Agriculture in Ireland whether 
they were to reach the stage of frost. The College 
wanted the means to enable it to carry out its work in 
a manner that will redound to its credit and to the 
credit of the country, and make it a centre of veterinary 
research second to no Veterinary College in the 
world. (App.) That would mean money. He thought 
that, considering the good work the College had done 
already, consideriug the hold it had upon the country, 
and its potentiality for good work in the future, and its 
phenomenal success, they would not be refused their 
demand for assistance by the Agricultural Department 
when — went for it. (App.) 

As to the question of the recognition of the College by 
the Royal University, and the granting to it of degrees 
in veterinary science, he could tell the meeting that the 
subject was before the Senate of that body, and the 
Senate received the suggestion with the greatest possible 
cordiality, and would be glad to confer degrees, but that 
they were not empowered to grant any degree that had 
not already been in existence in some University in the 
United Kingdom. That condition had passed away. 
He held in his hand an Ordinance of the Edinburgh 
University proposing to establish a Bachelorship and a 
Doctorate in veterinary medicine. He had no reason- 
able doubt that the Royal University of Ireland would 
not be behindhand in recognising the position of the 
veterinary profession. (App.) To his great surprise he 
heard for the first time Prof. Mettam that he had been 
made an Associate of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Science. (App.) It wasan houour which he appreciated 
very much personally, but he took it that it was an 
honour specially paid to the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons in Ireland. (Applause.) 

On the motion of Sir Charles Cameron, seconded 
by Mr. Hedley, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Lord Lieutenant for his kindness in attending to distri- 
bute the prizes, 

His Excellency, on rising to reply, was received with 
warm applause. He said—Sir Christopher Nixon, Pro- 
fessor Mettam, and gentlemen, it is very kind indeed of 
you to return me your thanks for being here to-day, and 

can assure you that it has given me great pleasure to 
— here and present these prizes to the successful stu- 

ents, and to listen to your very interesting proceedings. 
congratulate with all my heart the students who have 
t n successful, and who have won these prizes, and | 
ope that these medals will be but the first marks of 
Success which will come them in later life. (Hear, hear.) 
ope that they will have a most successful career in 


the country. In eve 


the profession which they have chosen—(hear, hear)— 
and I am sure that we all feel by the efficiency which they 
have shown in their studies so far that they start very 
well indeed, and that we have every reason to think that 
in their profession they will be not only a credit to them- 
selves, but also to the college where they have learned 
their trade. (Hear, hear). Gentlemen, we all, I think, 
have listened with great interest indeed to the lecture 
that was deilvered by Professor Wooldridge, a lecture 
which certainly struck me as most clear and most sensi- 
ble, and it certainly taught mea great deal I did not 
know before. One impression undoubtedly was left on 
my. mind by that lecture, and that was that part of it was 
addressed to you and part of it was addressed to me— 
(laughter, and hear, hear)—at least, when I say to me, I 
mean to all those who happen to hold official positions 
in this country. In the < niad years I have been in I[re- 
land, I have certainly found from my experience that 
anyone wanting to obtain the unanimous support of one’s 
audience has only to suggest that a larger sum of money 
should be obtained from the Government Department 
than is now given——(hear, hear)—and I was not surprised 
therefore to observe the enthusiasm with which you 
received the Professor’s suggestion that a larger sum of 
money should be devojed to the devopment of this col- 
lege (Hear, hear). Iam not sure whether there is any- 
body here to-day who represents the Department of 
Agriculture. Iam sorry to see that neither Sir Horace 
Plunkett nor Mr. Gill is here to-day, but I don’t doubt 
they will read—for some kind friend will send them, no 
doubt, his remarks—(laughter)—what Prof. Wooldridge 
has said with regard to the interests of the college. What 
the reception of that suggestion will be I don’t profess to 
offer an opinion. You will recognise, I am sure, the 
truth that it had been very difficult in this country to 
make the money go round to meet all the interest that 
one finds around one, and, therefore, whether Sir Horace 
Plunkett will be able to meet your desire or not I don’t 
know, but I am bound to say for myself that I do most 
sincerely agree that it would be the greatest pity in the 
world if the useful work of this college was in any way 
cramped for lack of funds (Hear, hear). The work done 
here is of enormous importance, and of special importance 
to this country, and to my mind it is necessary that the 
fullest power should be given to those who are carrying 
on their work in making it in every way useful and effi- 
cient (Hear, hear). I don’t doubt that in this matter 
ou know your own affairs best, but it seems to me that 
if Sir Horace Plunkett is not able to meet your wishes 
in this respect it might be worth your while to turn 
attention to the question whether funds might not be 
available out of the development grant. It seems to me 
that an educational college of this kind is just the insti- 
tution that might be properly and legitimately helped 
out of a fund of that kind, which was first intended for 
the development of education in this country ( Hear, 
hear). I only mention that, but I am quite sure that 
Mr. Walter Long, whose interest in agriculture and 
everything that concerns it is so well known, would take 
any question of that kind into his most favourable con- 
sideration, and if able to do so would be most ready and 
willing to meet your wishes (Hear, hear). I was ex- 
tremely gratified to hear what Sir Christopher said with 
regard to the possible recognition by the Royal University 
of the status and position of this college. To my mind 
nothing would be more advantageous for it than an 
arrangement by which the degrees of tae Royal Univer- 
sity might be conferred for veterinary science (Hear, 
hear). The lecturer opened his lecture by pointing out 
how, of late years, the status of the veterinary surgeon 
had eoatle improved. I think everybody will admit 
that this is so; but that improvement will reach its 
climax only when degrees such as those to which Sir 
Christopher Nixon referred, are able to be granted for 
your science. I sincerely hope that will be achieved, and 
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that before I leave Ireland I shall be able to come here 
to see that desirable improvement effected. (Applause).

DISEASES OF ANIMALS IN LONDON. 


Abstract from the Report of the Chief Officer of the 
Public Control Department of the London County 
Council for the year 1904-5. 


The reported cases of contagious diseases among 
animals in London, during the past year, were as 
follows :— 

Anthrax.—Four horses, all of which died. 

Glanders.—1,718 horses, of which 1,654 were slaugh- 
tered by order of the Council, 23 by order of the owners, 


and 41 died whilst suffering from the disease. Compen- 
sation amounting to £5,418, 7s. 6d. was awarded in re- 
spect of 1,623 animals. 

Swine Fever.—-Three outbreaks ; 11 swine were killed 
by order of the Board of Agriculture, as diseased, or as 
having been exposed to infection. 

Epzootie Lymphangitis.--126 horses, allof which were 
slaughtered by order of the owners. 


Glanders. 


During the past year, 1,718 cases of glanders in Lon- 
don have come to the knowledge of the inspectors, and 
of these, 471, or about 27 per cent., were diagnosed solely 
by the use of mallein. In these cases the maximum 
compensation allowed by the Order has been awarded. 
Mallein has also aided diagnosis in 375 cases: with,sus- 
picious symptoms, but the minimum compensation pro- 
vided by the Order, £2 only, has been awarded in re- 
spect of the slaughter of these animals. 

The number of animals attacked with the disease 
during the year shows a slight diminution on the figures 
for the previous year as regards London ; but reference 
to the subjoined table will show that a marked increase 
has again occurred in the adjoining counties. 

Although the decrease in the number of London out- 
breaks, and the reduction of London’s proportion of the 
whole of the cases in Great Britain to 70 per cent. are 
satisfactory, it is still very unsatisfactory to see that the 
annual total has nearly doubled since 1894, when the 
present Glanders Order came into operation. The 
returns for Great Britain during 1904 are higher than for 
any year since 1892. 

The statistics as to glanders indicate that the disease 
is practically confined to large towns, where facilities for 
contact are greatest ; nearly 90 per cent. of the total 
number of outbreaks were reported from London and 
the Home Counties, London Seine the great centre of 
the disease. 

It is obvious that the present law is inadequate to sup- 
press the disease. The Council has long been of this 
Opinion, and has made several representations to the 
Board of Agriculture on the subject. As a result of 
these, a Departmental Committee was appointed in 1899 
by Mr. Long, which issued a report containing recom- 
mendations for enabling local authorities to more suc- 
cessfully cope with the disease. The Council has re- 
peatedly urged the Board to give effect to these recom- 
mendations, and the Public Control Committee has

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attended as a deputation before two succeeding Presi- 
dents of the Board to urge the same thing ; but no fresh 
regulations have yet been issued. 

The chief defects of the present Order are the per- 
missive character of the majority of its requirements, 
the lack of power to deal with in-contact animals, and 
the failure to give official recognition to the mallein test. 
The discovery of this diagnostic test has practically re- 
volutionised the method of dealing with glanders. Prior 
to its discovery, it was only possible to detect the 
disease by outward symptoms, whereas many horses in 
a stable might have been infected without 
any symptoms. By the aid of mallein an owner can tel 
with great certainty which animals are latently diseased, 
and, if these are slaughtered, the spread of the disease 
is at once arrested. 

The present law, however, does not prevent the dis- 
posal of apparently healthy animals from an infected 
stud, and the sale of affected animals by horse owners is 
one of the most fruitful means of spreading the disease. 

To indicate the extent to which mallein is voluntarily 
employed in the diagnosis of glanders in London, it may 
be mentioned that during the past five years, out of a 
total of 8,688 cases, 1,716, or about 18 per cent., have 
been slaughtered solely on account of reaction to the 
mallein test. In only four of these cases has the post- 
mortem examination failed to reveal the lesions of glan- 
ders. Ten cases with external symptoms have also been 
slaughtered during this period, in which no evidence of 
the disease was found on autopsy. Mallein has also been 
employed to assist in the diagnosis of 1,815 cases where 
the clinical symptoms were indefinite. 

The amendments in the Glanders Order which the 
Council consider essential are :— 

(a) Compulsory notification of the disease by veteri- 
nary surgeons. 

_(4) The legal recognition of a reaction to mallein as 
diagnostic of glanders. 

(c) Power to deal with in-contact horses. 

The Board of Agriculture have under consideration 
the question of issuing an amending Order, which there 
Is every reason to believe will be issued in the near 
future. 

During the year, 34 infringements of the Order have 
been reported, and penalties amounting to £150 14s. 
have been imposed in the twelve cases in which legal 
proceedings ensued. In the remaining cases, owing to 
the outward symptoms of disease being slight, the owners 
have been cautioned. 

Rabies. 

Another year has passed without a single case of 
rabies having occurred in the county, which has now 
jessy immunity from the disease since 1898. As a re- 
sult of its extermination, hydrophobia has also ceased to 
exist. Prior to 1898, this dread disease was, for a period 
of upwards of 20 years, responsible for the death of, on 
an average, 20 persons annually in Great Britain. 

Under regulations as to the control of dogs, made by 
the Council in 1897, and still in operation, about 20,000 
Th dogs are annually destroyed in the metropolis. 

: e following table shows the number of dogs seized by 
the police under the Council’s regulations, and the man- 
ner of their disposal. 


Under the Rabies Order of 1897, every diseased or 
suspected dog, or a dog which has been bitten by a 
diseased or suspected dog, is required to be compulsorily 
slaughtered. In all such cases a post-mortem examina- 
tion is made by one of the Council’s veterinary inspec- 
tors ; and in cases of doubt, or where a person or animal 
has been bitten by a suspicious animal, further investi- 
gations are conducted at the Royal Veterinary College 
or the Brown Animal Institution. During the year 26 
post-mortems have been made in these cases, in four of 
which further experiments were conducted, but in every 
case with a negative result. 


Anthrax. 


Four horses have died from this disease during the 
year ; but, although these cases occurred in four separate 
studs, owing to the prompt isolation of the carcases and 
es disinfection employed, the outbreaks did not 
spread. 

The carcase of a cow which had died suddenly was 
sent toa London knacker’s yard from Surrey, and after 
a portion of the carcase had been utilised for trade pur- 
poses, notice was received from a Surrey inspector that 
death was due to anthrax. The Council was, however, 
able to seize and destroy the hide. 

In view of the prevalence and increase of anthrax in 
the country the Board of Agriculture issued a notice 
cautioning stockowners against cutting the carcases of 
animals found to have died suddenly, until it has been 
determined that death was not due to anthrax. Copies 
of this notice have been exhibited at the request of the 
Council at all the Metropolitan Police Stations. 

Epizotic Lymphangitis. 

This contagious disease, affecting horses, has recently 
been introduced into this country, but is at present 
mainly confined to military stables. In order to prevent 
the spread of the disease, the Board of Agriculture issued 
an Order, in April, 1904, prescribing notice to be given 
of any ot bn 9 The duties of the Council in connec- 
tion with London cases are briefly :— 


(a) To satisfy itself, on receipt of notice, that the disease 
does in fact exist. 

(6) To cause the isolation of every affected animal. 

(c) To see that all places in which diseased horses have 
been kept and all appliances used in connection there- 
with are satisfactorily cleansed and disinfected ; and 

(d) To cause the carcase of every diseased horse to be 
destroyed. 

To ensure as wide a notice as possible being given of 
the Order, large and small placards were prepared set- 
ting out its principal requirements, the symptoms of, 
and the precautions to be taken against the disease ; 
the larger placards were exhibited at police stations and 
the smaller ones were distributed among London horse 
owners. 

During the year notice has been received of 126 horses 
having been affected with the disease. All of these, 
with two exceptions, were Army horses which had been 
brought back to this country at the conclusion of the 
late Boer war. Horses under the charge of the Army 
Veterinary Department, or in any Veterinary a. 
are exempted from the provisions of the Order ; but the

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duty is cast upon the local authority of destroying the 
carcases of diseased animals from these institutions and 
defraying the cost of such destruction. The Council 
has been called upon, therefore, to destroy the carcases 
of 124 military horses, which service has cost £248. 

In the remaining two cases, which occurred in civilian 
stables, one horse was a recent importation and probably 
had become affected abroad. Owing to the owner 
ordering slaughter as soon as the disease was diagnosed, 
and to the effective cleansing operations carried out (in- 
cluding the destruction of all articles used in connection 
with the animal), the disease did not spread in the 
stable. The remaining case was that of a cab horse 
found at a London knacker’s yard; but, although 
rigorous enquiries were made, the source of infection 
could not be detected. 


LAME HORSE IN THE STREET. 
Tue Mretuops CRITICISED. 


At Clerkenwell County Court, John Seaward, a job- 
master of Hollingworth Street, Liverpool Road, Isling- 
ton, sued Messrs. Harrison, Barber, & Co., horse slaugh- 
terers of Queen Victoria Street, for £30, in respect of 
the loss of a horse. 

Mr. Scarlett, Counsel for plaintiff, said the action was 
brought nominally against Messrs. Harrison, Barber & 
Co., but the real defendants were the Metropolitan 
Police Authorities. On May 9th last plaintitf’s coach- 
man was returning from Romford to London with a 
pair-horse brougham. On leaving the “ Princess Alice” 
public house, Forest Gate, where he had stopped to bait 
the horses, he pulled rather sharply to the near side on 
leaving the yard, as a tramcar was proceeding alone 
the road. A little further on he noticed that the near 
side horse was going lame, so he pulled up. A policeman 
came upon the scene, and the lame horse being un- 
harnessed the driver was taken to the police station on 
a charge of working the horse in an unfit condition. The 
police sent for Mr. Glover, a veterinary surgeon, who 
gave a certificate stating that the horse was so severely 
injured that it would be cruel to keep it alive. The 

police thereupon gave instructions to defendants, who 
slaughtered the horse. : 

The near fore leg bones of the dead horse were pro- 
duced in court, and two veterinary surgeons said there 
was no fracture whatever. It was quite possible that 
the horse had sustained a sorained shoulder through 
being pulled in sharply. Under treatment it could have 
recovered from this in a short time. There was no occa- 
sion for slaughtering it. 

Plaintiff's counsel put in a letter in which the Com- 
missioner of Police said he took all responsibility for the 
slaughter, and urged that it was a matter of necessity 
The action was taken by the police under Section 2 of 
Act of 1894.

And sometimes they do not ?—The recovery may take 
a long while in some cases. 

Judge Edge: I suppose what you mean is that it be 
comes a question of cost-—whether it is cheaper to kill a 
horse rather than attempt to cure it /—Yes, but shoulder 
lameness is exceedingly rare. ' 

Mr. Schiller : Did you ever come across a case where 
the whole ligament of the shoulder joint has been tor 
away '—There’is only one ligament of the shoulder joint. 
The injury would have to be a very severe one and most 
likely an external one, arising, say, through a collision. 
Here (taking up the bone) I can see no sign of tearing ° 
the shoulder ligament nor any sign of the capsular lig 
ment having been torn. 

Is the appearance of the bone quite consistent with 
the view that a portion of the ligament has been tom 
away !—No, it is not there at all.

Cruelty to Sheep at Grantham. 


At Spittlegate Petty Sessions, Grantham, Hosea Cam- 
pion, farmer, Harlaxton, was charged with cruelty to 
seven mega by not providing proper medical treatment 
for them when suffering from sores at Harlaxton, between 
the 21st and 25th Angust. Mr. T. Norton defended, 
and pleaded not guilty. 

P.C. Poole spoke to accompanying P.C. Kirk to the 
North Lodge Farm, Harlaxton, and in a seed field they 
saw a ewe which had a wound on the back and another 
on the right side. The wounds were covered with flies 
and the animal was in a poor condition. Two lambs 
were in a weak condition, had sores on them which 
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were covered with flies. He could see others had been 
struck by flies, bnt he did’ not examine them. Witness 
the same day saw Campion, who acknowledged that the 
sheep were bad, but he said he could not help it whilst 
they were among the trees. He told defendant that the 
sheep appeared to have been neglected, and defendant 
said he had neglected them once becanse the boys had 
taken the dogs away. He had dipped them and used 
other preparations, but it had not done them any good. 
On August 25th he again examined the sheep and found 
their condition was worse. 

By Mr. Norton: On his first visit he could see that 
the sheep had been recently dressed. 


P.C. Kirk corroborated, and said it was pitiable to see — 


the suffering of the sheep from the flies. 

A labourer who had been temporarily employed by 
defendant said he had had 35 years’ experience as a shep- 
herd, and he had never seen sheep so bad as they. But 
for the flies they looked healthy enough. 

Inspector McKay, R.S.P C.A., said on the 25th ult. he 
examined several sheep in the presence of defendant. 
Five lambs were in a very bad state in consequence of 
being eaten by flies and maggots, and two were not quite 
so bad. Two ewes were also in a bad condition, and 
their wounds were covered with flies. Campion told him 
that the sheep had been ill for three weeks. There was 
evidence that the sheep had been neglected. 

In defence Mr. Norton contended that when it was 
detected that the sheep had been struck by flies they 
were dressed every night and morning, and he did all he 
could to treat them properly. There might have been 
some kind of neglect, but the point was, was defendant 
guilty of wilful neglect, knowing he was causing them 
unnecessary suffering. 


Defendant was sworn, and said he had had 50 years 
experience of sheep. To the best of his ability he treat- 
ed the sheep in question properly, and he had not know- 
ingly neglected. them. —- Frank Campion also gave 
evidence. 

The magistrates imposed a fine of £2 and costs.— 
Nottingham Post. 


Cruelty to Pigs—Sentence reduced. 


Ata recent sitting of the Birmingham Bench, Frank 
Mills; a young married man, until lately employed as a 


porter at Aberystwyth Station, was given the extreme 
penalty of three months’ imprisonment for alleged cruelty 
to pigs. 

According to the evidence of the veterinary surgeon a 
number of pigs arrived at Birmingham from Aberyst- 
with, some of which were blind and others with their 
bodies burnt. He said the pigs must have suffered in- 
tense agony, and were really baked alive. Mills was not 

resent and the case was heard in his absence. The 

ench considered that the charge could not be met 
with a fine, hence the penalty of three months in prison. 
This decision aroused the indignation of the people of 
Aberystwyth, who knew Mills asa most inoffensive man 
who would not wilfully commit such a crime as to allow 
the lime to remain in the truck.

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Burning a Mare.—Charge of Cruelty. 


On Thursday, 19th inst., at the Lawford’s Gate Pett 
Sessions, Sidney Berry, a farrier, living at 11 Mar!l- 
borough Hill Place, Kingsdown, was charged with tor- 
turing a mare, the property of Mr. Wallingdon Brook- 
man, a baker, of Frampton Cotterell, on August 12th. 

Mr. H. R. Wansbsrough ( Wansbrough, Dickenson, 
Robinson and Tayler) prosecuted on behalf of the 
N.S.P.C.A., and Mr. F. W. Metcalfe defended. 

Mr. Wallington Brookman, owner of the mare, stated 
that the animal in July was 7 years old. It was in very 
good condition, and he estimated it to be worth £50. 
Defendant attended the mare for bunches on the elbow. 
Witness noticed that it was alittle lzme in one of the 
legs, and defendant after examining it said that a bit of 
of a spavin was forming, and promised to attend to the 
injury. On August 12th defendant took his irons to 
witness’s house and had them heated. When red-hod 
they were taken out into the stable. A man employed 
by witness held the mare’s leg whilst defendant pierced 
the iron through the horse’s hock. This was done twelve 
times, after which he told witness to put the animal in 
stable for a week and then put her out for a week. The 
Thursday following the operation witness looked at the 
animal and saw that the hock was swolleu, and he sent 
a letter to Mr. Berry to come to his house at once. Later 
in the day defendant arrived. He told Brookman that 
he was glad hie had sent for him, as the condition of the 
mare was not so well as he expected it would be. The hock 
was washed and defendant then left. He made other 
visits and on the following Wednesday witness said that 
he thought the condition of the animal was very bad, 
and something must be done. Defendant then made a 
sling, and the animal was lifted off its feet, as it was not 
able to stand. Defendant told witness to put lotion on 
the wounds. On Sunday, August 27th, Mr. Codrington, 
veterinary surgeon, was called in, and he ordered the 
animal to be immediately taken out of the sling, and 
under the joint instruction of three veterinary surgeons 
it was destroyed. 

In answer to Mr. Metcalfe, witness said that he was 
recommended to the defendant by a friend. It was a 
few days before August 12th that he was told of the 
spavin. Defendant on seeing the wound stated that 
pin-firing would do the mare good, and he did it with a 

inted iron. He did all he could for the animal’s com- 
ort after the operations.

The reason the animal was slaughtered was to 
free her from pain, the cause of which was the firing. 

By Mr. Metcalfe: There was no want of skill in any- 
thing but the firing. In some cases it was necessary to 
puncture to the bone, but not in this. In ordinary cases 
all pain should subside twent-four hours after punc- 
turing. 

Inspector Cole, of the N.S.P.C.A., stated that he saw 
the animal on September 5th. It was then very poor 
and emaciated. He had the mare examined by two 
veterinaries, and they saw Berry, who said he fired the 
horse and she was going on allright until Brookman’s 
people placed her in the sling, which was not properly 
made, and she fell out, fracturing her hock. itness 
said he had nothing to do with that, and hls Society 
would probably take up the case. 

Mr. W. J. Cade, veterinary surgeon, said that he saw 
the mare on September 6. She was in great pain, and 
was unable to place the near hind leg on the ground. 
There were twelve puncture on the hock, and joint oil 
was issuing from them. The pin-firing was absolutely 
unnecessary, and it caused the animal considerable pain. 
He had never seen any firing so badly done. 

Mr. Frank Leigh, veterinary surgeon, also spoke to 
examining the animal. She was suffering intense pain. 
Here pulse was 96 instead of 36 and the temperature 102 
2-5 instead of 100. Witness considered the mare’s 
suffering such that she ought to have been destroyed. 

In reply to Mr. Wansbrough, witness said he had not 
seen before such a bad case of truelty. 

Defendant 1n the witness-box stated that he was a 
farrier, living at Marlborough Place, Marlborough Hill. 
He pin-fired the mare, as he thought it was necessary. 
He did not in any case pierce to the bone. After 
the operation he advised Mr. Brookman to tie the 
mare up short to check her from touching the 
wound. <A few days after he saw the animal and found 
that she had apparently fallen on the ground, and 7 
the joint bone, which had caused all the trouble. he 
was eventually slung, but not with the feet off the 
ground as stated by previous witnesses. Witness later 
on saw Mr. Cole and told him that she had apparently 
agen her hock. He had been assistant to his father 
who wasa veterinary surgeon. Out of all the cases he 
had previously fired no complaints had been made and 
all were accomplished successfully. 

In answer to Mr. Wansbrough witness said that holes 
to the bone were cansed by the friction of the animal 
lying down. The spavins on both hocks were bigger 
than a five shilling piece. 

The Magistrates, after a short retirement, stated that 
they had carefully considered the case, and they were 
satisfied that the operation performed on the mare was 
unskilful, and caused her great suffering, but they 
acquitted the defendant of any cruel intention. He was 
ordered to pay 20s. and costs, or in default 14 days.— 
Bristol Echo. (See also p. 310.) 


Snakes and Wild Animals in India. 


The annual resolution of the Government of India 
upon the results of measures adopted for the extermina- 
tion of wild animals and venomous snakes was published 
at the close of last month. It shows tha’ in 1904 the 
deaths caused by wild animals numbered 2,157 human 
beings, as against 2,749 in the previous year. The cor- 
a figures in respect to snake-bite were 21,880 
and 21,827. Considerable success has been obtained in 
the destruction of wolves in the United Provinces, 
where the mortality from these animals fell from 278 to 
90. The number of cattle killed by wild animals and 
snakes was 98,582.

A SUTURE HOLDER. 


The new suture holder by Dr. Lutz consists of a metal 
finger ring adapted to the fore finger of the right hand, 
and a;peg let in and rivetted firmly tothering. On this 
peg a metal or glass reel is fixed and held there by means 
of a small screw. The suture reel is exchangeable and 
thus willcarry several suture reels with sterilised suture 
material as may be at hand.

The suture apparatus is employed stuck on the fore- 
ver td of the right hand. In suturing without a needle 
holder one holds the suture reel downwards in the hollow 
of the hand, which is not hindered in the least thereby : 
the way of the reel leading to the eye of the needle 
about three centimetres away. After sticking the 
needle through with the right hand it is grasped by the 
left and the thread glides between the thumb and fore 
finger of the right hand. A second person cuts the 
suture and the firmly held end of the thread is again 
inserted into the eye of the patent needle and further 
suturing continued.

New REGULATIONS. 
The Bradford Chamber of Commerce, together with 
the Bradford and District Trades and Labour Council 


and others concerned in the handling of wool and hair, 
have been for some time in conference for the purpose 


be | of bringing into force revised regulations to govern the 


varions processes of sorting, willeying, washing, comb- 
ing, and carding, and it is expected that in the course of 
a few days the new regulations will formally receive the 
signature of the Secretary of State, and then be posted 
in the factories in the wool and hair consuming districts. 
The draft rules were first adopted at a meeting of wool- 
combers and users of “dangerous wools,” held in Oct., 
1903, and since then some minor alterations have been 
made, but so far as the vital points are concerned, they 
remain practically the same. The regulations provide 
for greater area for opening screens, and greater efficiency 
in the draught at the boards where the sorters are em- 
ployed. Ventilation, temperature, the removal of the 
dust, and the cleanliness of the rooms where the wool is 
handled are all deait with. 

Then the new regulations tell the employees what they 
shalland shall not do in connection with the opening of 
bales of wool or hair, in the way of washing their hands 
before partaking of food, and in relation to the disposal 
of the clothes worn whilst at work. They are also 
instructed to call the attention of the foreman to defects 
in fans which do not work properly. ; 

These rules are now extended in their application se 
far as the classes of raw material to which they apply 18 
concerned. Van mohair, Persian locks, Persian or $0 
called Persian (including Karadi and Bagdad), are 1n- 
cluded in schedule A, and are required to be steeped in 
the bale before being opened.

Pigtails and Anthrax.

The fact came out during an inquiry into the death from 
anthrax of a man employed by Messrs. John Cure and 
Co., a firm of woolcombers.

Deighton, had been employed in opening camel hair, low 
foreign wool, low hair, and human hair.

Shire Horses Poisoned. 
A YorKsHireE FARMER’s Loss. 


Four shire mares and one gelding, owned by Mr. R. 
Crowe, of Reighton Manor, near Hunmanby, have died 
from the effects of poison, said to have been accidentally 
administered. 

On Saturday evening, October 21, so it is said, a farm 
servant gave to the horses, contrary to his employer’s 
instructions, a quantity of wheat which, unknown to the 
servant, had already been dressed for sowing, and there- 
fore contained a deadly poison, reported to be mercury. 
A veterinary surgeon was called in, but four of the 
animals died the same night and one on Sunday morning. 
The animals were valued at nearly £500, and Mr. Crowe 
is left with only one animal of the strain. 

The servant’s excuse was that he wanted to lighten the 
horses’ coats and make them look well. 

Several farm servants have of-late been prosecuted at 
the instance of the Farmers’ Club for feeding horses 
with wheat.— Yorkshire Post.

THE FINANCIAL POSITION OF THE R.C.V.S. 
Sir, 

The October report of the R.C.V.S. shows a very unsatis- 
factory situation as regards money, and to my mind shows 
that things are not done as a business concern, and why 
should not the R.C.V.S. be a business ? 

At present the R.C.V.S. derives the main of its income 
from students, but does it give its students a livelihood, 
does the R.C.V.S. take any interest in the young M.R.C.V.S. 
Does the R.C.V.S. do its utmost to prevent quackery? Is 
the Veterinary Surgeons Act ofany benefit to the profession ? 
Does this Act protect our interests, or in other words, does 
this Act interfere with the castrator, etc. etc. 

Why should not the R.C.V.S. look to the profession for 
money, say £1 1s. per annum from every member, which 
ought to average some £3,000 per annum. Again, why should 
not the R.C.V.S. protect its members, say in “actions at 
law’’ for ‘‘ alleged want of skill, etc.’’? and in many other 
ways protect its graduates. 

I rather think that if the R.C.V.S. took more interest in 
protecting and increasing the ‘‘living’’ of veterinary sur- 
geons, and did more to suppress quackery, etc., that the 
profession would cheerfully hand over a Registration fee 
per annum, as then the R.C.V.S. would become a powerful 
body and the profession would get “ protection’? and 
‘“‘value’’ for their money, and no doubt there would be an 
increase of students if the profession found their interests 

were looked after. There is another little point : does our 
profession grow, has not the average been 3,000-4,000 for 
several years, and is the profession as wealthy as some years

CCENURUS OF THE RABBIT. 
Sir, 

Mr. Byerley deserves thanks for the pains taken in illus- 
trating his communication on Coenurus of the rabbit. 

Whilst in Edinburgh I, on two occasions, met with cysts 
from wild rabbits with the linear arrangement of the 
scolices so well shown in Mr. Byerley’s illustration. One 
was from a rabbit given to me by a butcher on account of 
the presence of the cyst. He said it came from somewhere 
North of Edinburgh. The other was sent by Mr. Hutton, 
F.R.C.V.S, of Kelso, in the Border district, who reported 
that numbers of rabbits on a certain estate there, were 
similarly affected. The former cyst was in the connective 
tissue of the sub-lumbar muscles, the latter in that of the 
thigh muscles. 

As far as Icanremember now, the number of hooks on 
the scolices I examined corresponded to the number given 
as being present In Coenurus serialis, but anyhow I satisfied 
myself that the cysts were Coenurus serialis. There is 4 
description of the cyst and the Tenia serialis in Neumann’s 
Parasites, pp. 443, 651, 726.—Yours faithfullly,

No one would of course attempt the identification of a 
Cestode solely by counting the hooks,’ but it is often of some 
importance to observe the number and appearance of the 
latter. We are all well acquainted with the fact that the 
number of hooks vary to a certain extent in the same 
species—not only in the case of the Echinococcus quoted by 
Mr. Byerley, but in all other armed Tsenia.—Yours faith- 
fully, Wa ter Jowett.

and all the talk will be futile. Mr. J.S. Lloyd in his letter re- 
opens an old subject. His ideas were practically anticipated 
some years ago. Prof. Macqueen, I believe, first suggested 
affiliation of existing veterinary societies with the National 
Veterinary Association. Reference to my volume of The 
Veterinary Record for 1897-8 shows that the question was 
discussed at a conference of delegates held at Leeds. Reso- 
lutions were adopted and, for a time, things looked healthy, 
but ultimately the matter fizzled out and was dropped alto- 
gether, owing, I suppose, to want of unity. More’s the 
pity. In my humble opinion the time has arrived when 
some scheme, the object of which is the affiliation of all 
existing veterinary societies with, say, the National or some 
central society, ought to be put into effect. In these days 
of mechanical traction and consequently lessened horse 
practice, something must be done whereby our interests in 
every possible direction may be conserved. In your own 
words, sir, (he Veterinary Record, Nov. 27, 1897) “* We want 
a Union not to foment difficulties amongst ourselves, but to 
act together on the defensive against outsiders when neces- 
sary.’’ Why will not the profession unite to that end and 
live up to its motto? Othersdo. The National Union of 
Teachers do, and return both a liberal and a conservative 
member to the House of Commons. The Amalgamated 
Society of Railway Servants have theirown M.P. Accord- 
ing to Saturday’s daily papers, “‘Farmers will have to be 
reckoned with as a force in politics if the resolutions adopted 
at the first Farmers’ Convention held at Darlington are car- 
ried into effect.’’ Veterinarians must follow suit. Unity, 
however, in the first place is indispensible. My ideal—per- 
haps an ambitious one—is a Central Association on the lines 
of the British Medical Assuciation, with existing societies 
as representative branches in their own districts, a paid 
secretary at headquarters, and its own journal (this with 
due deference to existing journals). By arrangement with 
the organising chiefs of either party, Liberal or Conserva- 
tive, a seat could doubtless be found for the aforesaid 
secretary or other selected nominee of the profession. I 
take it that the profession as a whole would accept and be 
loyal to such a man, whether politically he were Liberal 
or Conservative, as when once returned ordinary politics 
(except to the constituency returning him) would come 
secondary to the interests of the profession. 

The subject is undoubtedly worthy of further discussion 
and I trust with Mr. Lloyd that the opinion of many other 
veterinarians may, of your courtesy, be ventilated through 
the medium of your valuable journal.— Yours, etc.,
